Senator Root Tells Pan- 
American Scientific Con- 
gress. 


Washington, Dec. 29.—In Ihe real 
restraint of nations by powerful in- 
ternational tribunals operating un- 
der a definite code of laws alone lies 
hope of the world peace, iBlihu Root 
former secretary of state and sena- 
tor from New York, declared in an 
address here last night. 
He was 


speaking before a joint session of a 
subsection 
on 
international 
law 


from the Pan-American 
Scientific 


Congress and the American Society 
of International Law, of which he is 
president. 


"The 
Christian church has been 


urging peace and good will among 
men for 19,centuries, and still there 
is war," said Mr. Root. "Concerts of 
Europe and alliances and ententes 
and skillful balance of 
power 
all 


lead ultimately to war. 
Concilia- 


tion, good will, love of ipeace, human 
sympathy are all ineffective without 
institutions through which they can 
act. 
Only the possibility of estab- 


lishing real restraint by law seems 
to remain to give effect to the un- 
doubted will of the vast majority of 
mankind. 


"When the war is ended, the civ- 


ilized -world will have to determine 
whetuer what we call international 
daw Is to be continued as a mere 
code of etiquette or is to be a real 
.body of laws imposing obligations 
much more definite and inevitabk 
than they have been heretofore. 
It 


must be one thing or the other. 


"Vague and uncertain as the fut- 


ure must be, there is some reason to 
think that after the terrible experi- 
ence through which civilization is- 
passing there will be a tendency to 
strengthen rather than abandon the 
law of nations. Whatever the result 
may be, the world will have receiv- 
ed a dreadful lesson of the evils of 
war. 
The sacrifice of millions 
o* 


lives, millions homeless and in pov- 
erty, industry 
and commerce de- 


stroyed, 
overwhelming 
national 


debts—all will naturally produce a 
strong desire to do something that 
will prevent the same thing happen- 
ing again. 


"While the war has exhibited the 


inadequacy of international law, so 
far as it has yet developed, to curb 
these governmental policies which 
aim to extend power at all costs, it 
has shown even more clearly that 
little reliance can be placed upon 
unrestrained human nature, subject 
to specific temptations, to commit 
forcible aggression in the pursuit of 
power and wealth. 


J'How can the restraints of law bdf 


made more effective upon nations? 
It is not difficult to suggest some 
things which will tend in that direc- 
tion. [Laws, to be obeyed, must have 
sanctions behind them; that is to say, 
violations of them must be followed 
by punishment. 
That 
punishment 


must be caused by powers superior 
to tbe law breaker. Many states have 
grown so great that there is too power 
capable ol 
imposing punishment 


upon them except the power of col- 
lective civilization outside 
of

"Imperfect and conflicting as is 


the information upon which the con- 
lecture is based, I think

ground for the hope that from the 
horrors of violated law a stronger 
law will come. It was during the ap- 
palling crimes of the 30 years' war 
that Orotius wrote nls De Jnre Belli 
Ac Pacie and the science of inter- 
national law took form and author- 
ity. The moral standards of the 30 
year's war have returned again to 
Europe with the same dreadful and 
intolerable consequences. 
We may 


-hope that there will be again a great 
new departure to escape destruction 
by subjecting the nations of the rule 
of law. 
"Paring all the desperate struggles 


and emergencies of the great war, the 
conflicting nations from the begin- 
ning have been competing for the 
favorable Judgment of the rest of the 
world with a solicitude which shows 
What * mighty power even now that 
opinion Is. 
Nor can we doubt that 


this will be a different world when 
pMM* comes.

Washington, Dec 29.—Great Brit- 


ain's effort to carry on the war with- 
out resort to conscription eagerly is 
being watched in its every develop- 
ment by the American War Depart- 
ment, because, army officers say, the 
United Kingdom's situation touches 
at the loot of conditions the United 
States faces in carrying out the Ad- 
ministration array increase program. 


If Great Britain decides for con- 


scription, high officials said, a long 
step will have been taken toward 
the time when 
universal 
service 


will 
be 
generally 
accepted 
in 


the United States as a national neces- 
sity. If Great Britain goes on with 
volunteers American officials feel 
that nothing short of a great military 
defeat would bring the United States 
to universal service. 


Entirely aside from its part in the 


European war, officials believe, the 
question of whether service with the 
colors in time of need shall be 
legally recognized duty of citizenship 
is of vital importance on this side of 
the Atlantic. 


The virtually unanimous opinion 


of the commissioned personnel of the 
army and civil officials of the War 
Department is said to be that ad- 


secured on the 
basis of universal 


military service. 


While 
Secretary 
Garrison -has 


made no public declaration of his 
opinion, Assistant Secretary Brecken- 
ridge, who frequently serves as his 
chief's spokesman, clearly has indi- 
cated in public utterances adherence 
to the belief that universal service is 
the only fair and democratic solution 
to the military problem of the nation. 
Signs are not lacking that the mili- 
tary committees of Congress will be 
acquainted formally with this view 
at the coming hearings, either by the 
Secretary himself or by an author- 
ized spokesman. 
It is 
understood, 


however, that the department will 
urge that the vital thing is to put 
through at the present 
session 
a 


definite statement of military policy 
and preate machinery for organiza- 
tion of a citizen army, volunteers to 
begin with, but based ultimately on 
universal service. 


Department officials are unwilling 


to see the fate of their policy, as 
expressed by the General Staff and 
Garrison, jeopardized by tying it up 
with the universal 
service 
issue,

the policy has been written. 


The administration's 
continental 


army plan, it was learned authori- 
tively last night, is designed to op- 
erate with either the volunteer or 
the universal service system. It was 
framed with the Swiss system as a 
model, and lacks only one feature 
—that of compulsory service—"to 
adapt that system to what army of- 
ficers regard as American needs and 
conditions. 
Should events 
prove 


that a sufficient number of volun- 
teers will not come forward or pub- 
lic sentiment undergo a change in 
favor of universal military service, a 
brief amendment in the law would 
set the continental armv machinery 
in motion with little delay to estab- 
lish the citizens army of the nation 
on that basis.

clude the division of the country in- 
to military divisions corresponding 
generally to the present congression- 
al districts.

Semlin, Hungary, Dec. 13.—It is 


not two months since shells 
were 


falling In this old Hungarian city, but 
the civilian population has already 
settled back into the humdrum rou- 
tine of normal city life. Some sol- 
diers are still in the city, and an oc- 
casional 
column of prisoners is 


marched through ithe streets, but 
apart from this there are only some 
destroyed houses in the southeastern 
section of the town and a few houses 
scarred by shrapnel bullets to remind 
the inhabitants of the stirring scenes 
of the early October days. - 


Perhaps never in the world's his- 


tory has so splendid a spectacle been 
staged free of charge 
for civilian 


spectators as was the taking of Bel- 
grade. From their housetops the in- 
habitants of Semlin could see every 
move in the desperate undertaking. 
The broad river lay in front of them, 
and on the other side, perched some 
200 feet above the stream, rose the 
Kalemegdan, the old Belgrade fort- 
ress with its white tower and its 
walls dating from the days when the 
Turks were still masters of the city. 


To th,eir left 
and behind them 


were the Austro-Hungarian artillery 
positions, and off to the right the 
German guns were hurling their pro- 
jectiles against the Serbian capital. 
The 
Austro-Hungarian 
regiments, 


crossed the river in plain vidiv 
for 


the naked eye, and a halfway good 
glass enabled one to watch the Ger- 
mans farther toward the west, mak- 
ing their bloody struggle to cross ov- 
er the Gypsy Island. 
The inhabit- 


ants could see thinned battalions of 
Hungarians, lying with their feet still 
in the river on the Belgrade side of 
the stream, held in check by a mur- 
derous rifle and 
machinegun fire 


from the old walls of the Kalemeg- 
dan. They could see damaged pon- 
toons full of 
dead men, 
floating 


down stream with the swift current. 
The heights southward from Bel- 
grade were ploughed by heavy pro- 
jectiles searching for the Serbian ar- 
tillery positions. Serbian guns were 
dropping their shells into Semlin and 
to the rear of the city, trying vainly 
to find the guns that were gradually 
battering down the defenses of the 
Serbian capital. The Austrian "thir- 
ty-point-fives," the twelve-inch mor- 
tars, were throwing entire houses in- 
to the air and making great craters 
within the walls of the Kalemegdan. 


Finally, last scene in the first act 


of the tragedy, the inhabitants could 
see the German, Austrian and Hun- 
garian flags thrust out through the 
aperatures in the top of the sti.i un- 
destroyed white tower. 
This was 


early in the morning of October 9, 
when the united troops reached the 
tower and a German soldier carved 
his name into a beam in the tower, 
with the date and hour, and acjded 
the title of the old Lutheran hymn, 
"nun 
danket 
alle Gott!" (Now 


Praise Ye All Our God!) 


Not until after the fighting had 


passed beyond the crest of the Avala 
mountain, southward 
of Belgrade, 


was the curtain rung down on this

—"All Aboard for Bagdad." 
Such 


was the numerous suggestion of a 
sprightly eGrman officer as the tiny 
engine on the Argonnes railway 
whistled for its departure. 


Prom the Argonnes to Bagdad is 


quite a stretch, even tor the imagin- 
ation, and yet, though seemingly im- 
possible construction of a railroad 
through the French mountains, the 
Germans have in fact established a 
connection, more or less direct, but 
nevertheless 
unbroken 
from 
the 


trenches at the front in the west to 
the Asiatic city of their Turkish ally. 


To build the Argonnes railway the 


Germans went to an abandoned 
French mine, and from a depth of 
some 800 meters resurrected miles 
of trackage which at no end of care 
and trouble has been laid on the sur- 
face, over land so swampy and diffi- 
cult that the first train came to 
grief simpTy through sinking into 
the ground. 


Thus far two main lines have been 


constructed—the one 9."> centimeters 
wide (37 inches) and the other 1.5 
meters wide (38.5 inches). On the 
section nearest to the actual front, 
benzol engines are used, because of 
their 
comparative - noiselessness. 


Farther away from' the trenches tiny 
steam engines draw the diminutive 
trains. 
The engines have an approximate 


capacity 
of four cars—better per- 


haps, the rails and roadbed can stand 
that much weight without disappear- 
ing from view—and are busy every 
hour of the 24 in the transportation 
of troops, supplies, amunition and, 
when possible, wounded. 


Automobiles which have come to 


grief on the terrible roads of thp 
Argonnes have been rebuilt, and have 
been equipped with 37 or 38.5 gauge 
wheels of steel in order that they 
may serve as "cars de luxe" for of- 
ficers who have to travel from one 
point to another behind the front. 
The sight of officers lolling back in 
dismantled 
machines 
towed 
by 


diminutive 
locomotives invariably 


provokes, first merriment, and then 
admiration for the system that has 
literally made 
something 
out of 


nothing and has found a 
way to 


overcome the difficulties of the al- 
most impossible Argonnes roads. 


These difficulties have been enor- 


mous. 
Rainy weather has been the 


rule rather than the exception in the 
Argoones for months, and it has been 
a gigantic task to keep the roads— 
rutter by supply trains arid* amunition 
columns and arlillery-tj-from degen- 
erating into mere bogs.1 The task of 
maintaining regular 
and workable 


communications with 
the extreme 


front has been unbelievably hard.

advance have been called impractica- 
ble up to the moment of accomplish- 
ment." 


Uncle Sam's Big Checks. 


When the government pays a claim 


or debt it is done by a treasury war- 
rant, signed by the secretary of the 
treasury. In May, 1904, the secretary 
signed a warrant for $40,000,000, which 
was delivered to J. P. Morgan & Co. 
of New York as disbursing agents of 
this government on account of the 
Panama canal purchase. This was the 
largest warrant ever Issued. 
The 


largest sum previously covered by a 
single government warrant was for 
$7,200,000, paid to Russia in 18C8 on 
account of the Alaskan purchase. The 
next largest sum was $5,500,000, paid 
n 187G to the British government on 
account of the Halifax award under 
:he treaty of Washington for infringe- 
ment of fishing rights in Nova Scoliau 
waters. In 1899 this government paid 
Spain, through the French ambassador, 
;20,000,000 for the Philippine Islands, 
rat this sum was represented by four 
wan-ants of $5,000,000 each.—Philadel- 
phia Press.
